ALL freight trains on the Texas Pacific 
railroad were stopped on the 3d by strik- 
ing employes.

B. F. Avery, founder and head of the 
great Avery Plow Manufactory, of Louis- 
ville, died on the 4d at the advanced age of 
eighty-four. He was a son of Daniel 
Avery, of Aurora, N. Y. He started busi- 
ness with $400 about fifty years ago, and 
his foundry in a log hut, with one ton of 
metal to start on. 

GROVER CLEVELAND was inaugurated at 
Washington on the 4th, and is now Presi- 
dent of the United States. 

THe last official act of President Arthur 
was the signing of House bill 6220, regu- 
lating appeals from the Supreme Courts of 
the several Territories. 

Tae Arkansas Senate on the 4th unani” 
mously passed a bill changing the name of 
Dorsey county to Cleveland county, in 
honor of President Cleveland. The county 
was originally named for Senator S. W. 
Dorsey.

FOREIGN NEWS. 


A Cloud Arising Between England and 
Russia Over the Latter’s Advance Toward 
Afghanistan—Bismarck Getting His Back 
Up—Butrton, the Dynamiter, Identified. 

WATCHING THE BEAR. 

Loxpon, March 2.—The medical in- 
spection of every regiment of the British 
army, which was ordered on Saturday, is 
proceeding to-day. The thoroughness 
with which it is being done, and the im- 
perative tone of the orders promulgating 
it, together with the extraordinary mil- 
itary preparations, tend to confirm the 
belief that the bieach between England 
and Russia is rapidly widening, and that 
the question of war or peace between the 
two countries hangs by a thread. Rus- 
sia’s subtle advance into Afghanistan, 
and her evasive replies concerning the 
movements of troops, have caused a de- 
termination on the part of the Govern- 
ment to prepare for the worst and to be 
ready to meet any attempt by Russia to 
enter the territory under the protectorate 
of the British Empire. 

Lonpon, March 3.—Ear!l Granville sent 
telegraphic instructions to the British 
Minister at St. Petersburg yesterday, 
which amount almost to an ultimatum to 
the Russian Government respecting the 
latter’s attitude oa the Afghanistan fron- 
tier. The dispatch is firmly worded and 
plainly intimates that England is resolved 
at sll hazards to protect strategic posi- 
tions in Afghanistan, or positions which 
might, in Russia’s hands, be a menace to 
England’s interest in India. The Mints- 
ter is instructed to inform M. Giers that 
under no circumstances will England en- 
tertain Russia’s demands for a cession of 
territory by England’s ally, the Ameer. 

It is now known that Sir Peter Fums- 
den, the British representative on the 
Joint Commission to settle the frontier 
question, recently resigned that position, 
giving as a reason his pronounced views 
concerning the firm attitude which En- 
gland ought to take in the matter. He 
was at once assured by Earl Granville 
that the Government would sup- 
port him to the utmost _ of 
his resistance to Russian aggression. On 
receiving this reply, Sir Peter withdrew 
his resignation and proceeded on _ his 
journey. He is expected at Herat within 
afew days. As a further evidence of 
England’s determination, it may be stated 
that Earl Dufferin, Viceroy of India, was 
recently instructed to specifically assure 
the Ameer of England’s support. 


BISMARCK INDIGNANT. 

BERLIN, March 2.—In the Reichstag to- 
day Prince Bismarck, in a speech on the 
Egyptian question, said England had 
asked his advice concerning Egypt. In 
reply to Earl Granville he had declined 
that the only way in which England could 
permanently establish her influence in 
Egypt would be by adopting such a policy 
as would earn the good will of the Sultan 
of Turkey. Any attempt at annexation 
would embroil France and other nations 
in a dangerous diplomatic contest. While 


it was no particular business of Ger- 
many, he was sure she would never con- 
sent to annexation. She did not care to 
interfere in the matter. Bismarck com- 
plained that Lord Granville had commit- 
ted a discourtesy in publishing con- 
fidential documents, and said he was 
obliged to make these explanations so 
that Germary’s position might not be 
misunderstood. 
BURTON IDENTIFIED. 


Lonpon, March 2.—Burton and Cun- 
ningham, charged with having caused the 
recent explosions, were brought into the 
court to-day for further examivation. 
Witnesses from Southampton . identi- 
fied Burton as the man who a year 
ago bought a bag in that city which was 
afterward found at Charing Cross Sta- 
tion, and which contained an infernal 
machine. The machine was wrapped in 
a coat, of American pattern, having but- 
tons of American make. The South- 
ampton witnesses also identified the 
bag in which was contained the above 
as having been bought by Burton.

A TERRIBLE CRIME, 





That May Lead to Serious Consequenees 
Among the Residents of the Mexican- 
American Frontier. 

LaRKDO, TEX., March 2.—Captain 
David Lovely arrived in Laredo last night 
from his sheep ranches in Dimmitt Coun- 
ty, and brings the first account of one of 
the coldest blooded triple tragedies ever 
known on this frontier. 

Last week eight Americans, armed to 
the teeth, rode up to one of Lovely’s 
sheep camps, and asked the Mexican in 
charge, named Flores, to guide them to 
acertain point in that section. Flores 
readily complied. As the _ party 
rode away, Flores overtook one of his 
shepherds, whom he directed to kill a 
couple of goats, and prepare a good sup- 
per for the party, saying they would re- 
turn in the evening. The shepherd did 
as directed, and five of the Americans 
returned at sundown, partook of sup- 
per, and then rode to a neighboring 
sheep camp, two miles away, and forci- 
bly carried away the three Mexican herd- 
ers. The American bandits then mys- 
teriously disappeared. 

Friday last Captain Lovely instituted 
a search for his missing herders, and 
found their three bodies hanging in a se- 
cluded thicket some miles distant. No 
reason is known for this terrible butch- 
ery. The Mexicans had been in the em- 
ploy of Lovely for a number of years, and 
bore excellent reputations. 

Carrizo Springs, the scene of the re- 
cent combat between Mexicans and 
Americans, is the county seat of Dimmit 
County, but the three murdered Mexi- 
cans were in no way connected witao that

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THREE OF A KIND. 








A Trio of Dynamiters Experimenting With 
a Newly Invented Infernal Machine for 
Use By Anarchists, Socialists, Nihilists 
and Their Kindred Spirits. 

HUNTINGTON, Pa., March 2.—Three 
men, two of their names unknown, but 
evidently German and American; the 
third a Frenchman giving the name of M. 
Faurnand, who has but recently arrived 
from Paris, have for several days been 
experimenting in a secluded portion of 
the Diamond Valley with machinery for 
the more certain use of nitro-glycerine 
and other highly explosive compounds. 
The trio quietly took their departure 
westward on yesterday afternoon’s 
train. The American had been here with 
a party in December last, who at that 
time made several tests of a compound 
called nitro petroline, but on this occa- 
sion neither he nor the German could be 
induced to engage in conversation. The 
Frenchman, however, in order to secure 
necessary information, was induced to 
confide, though guardedly, in two or 
three persons. He claimed to be the in- 
ventor of the machinery he was 
testing, and when perfected, 
will receive an immense sum of money 
for it from the Nihilists of Russia, the 
Internationalists in Germany and France 
and dynamiters in America. The con- 
trivance consists of a wick saturated 
with a highly inflammable wax and 
coiled concertically on a roller. It is 
uncoiled by a spring which in turn is 
governed by a clock work gearing. 
The part last unwound burns with 
a flash, igniting the explosive with 
which it communicates. The time is 
controlled by the length of the wick or 
fuse, the object now being to regulate its 
burning, which had been very nearly ac- 
complished, as several very satisfactory 
explosions were secured. The American 
and the German are agents of the socie- 
ties thatemploy Mr.Faurnand, and are to 
report on the results. They go from 
here to Pittsburgh, and from there to 
Ciucinnati and Chicago.

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A DARING SCHEME — 


To Rob the Nebraska State Treasurer Frus- 
trated By a Pal, Who “Gives the Snap 
Away”—One of the Robbers Killed and 


the Other Captured by Detectives Lying *' 


in Wait. 

LINCOLN, NEB., March 2.—The: city 
was thrown into a fever of excitement 
yesterday afternoon by one of the most 
daring, though unsuccessful attempts ‘at 
robbery that has ever occurred in Lin- 
coln. Had it not been for the services, of 
& stool pigeon, who gave information to 
the detectives while acting as onc of the 
thieves, the boldness of the scheme and 
the lack of preparation in the place at- 
tacked would have undoubtedly crowned 
the crime with success. The thieves had 
planned well their escape, but owing to 
the work of the stool pigeon the officials 
in the State Treasurer’s office were also 
well prepared for the expected visit. 

About two o’clock, while both houses 
of the Legislature were in session, three 
men entered the Treasurer’s office in the 
capitol, drew revolvers and said _ to 
Deputy Treasurer Bartlett, who stood 
behind the railing, 

‘HOLD UP YOUR HANDS,”’ 

and the muzzles of pistols almost touched 
his head through the railing. Bartlett an- 
swered: ‘‘What does this mean, men? 
Is it fooling or business?’”’ but his hands 
went up all the same. ‘‘No talk,’’ re- 
torted a man who appeared to be the 
leader, ‘just hand out your money, and 
be quick about it.’ Bartlett passed over 
a package of gold and notes. ‘Here itis; 
help yourselves.””» Two men took the 
money and backed toward the door, the 
third presenting a cocked revolver at the 
head of the Deputy Treasurer, and warn- 
ing him not to stir on peril of his life. 


OFFICERS ON HAND. 

The loud tone in which Bartlett told 
them to help themselves was a signal to 
Detectives Pound and Davis, who were 
concealed in an adjoining room, and they 
at once sprang after the retreating rob- 
bers, who fled through the public door of 
the office. The detectives were about 
ten yards behind the robbers, and cried 
‘“Halt.’? One of the robbers was a crip- 
ple, and a little distance behind his com- 
panion. Fearing capture, he turned about 
with his revolver on the detectives. 
Pound leveled a shot-gun in a twinkling 
and got in the first shot, the robber fall- 
ing with a charge of buckshot in his body. 
A chase was then made for the other, 
who was caught before he could 
reach a horse which he had tied to a post 
fifty feet from the door of the building. 
The third man, instead of following his 
companions, jumped through a rear win- 
dow and escaped. Few noticed the fact 
till afterward, and no effort was made to 
overtake the one who made good his es- 
cape. Thereisno clew to his where- 
abouts, and he was not recognized as any 
one known about here. 

The money was recovered by Pound, 
amounting to about $300, and returned 
to the Treasurer’s office. 

THE ROBBERS. 

The wounded robber was carried into 
the building, his companion being guard- 
ed by Davis in a back room. Their 
names are Jim Griffin and A. Maguire, 
Griffin being the cripple who received the 
charge of buckshot. A physician was 
summoned and examined the wounds. 
There was little internal hemorrhage, but 
he bled profusely from the mouth, his 
right lung evidently having been shat- 
tered by the shot. There is no hope 
of his recovery. Maguire was taken to 
jail. It transpires that the plot has been 
known to detectives some time, the third 
robber, name unknown, being the sup- 
posed informant of the detectives. Every- 
thing was prepared for the reception of 
the thieves, care being taken that no 
harm should come to the one who es- 
caped. Great excitement prevails through- 
out thecity. Banks will be more care- 
fully guarded for some time to come, it 
being rumored that other schemes are on 
foot by members of a notorious gang. 

THE DEAD ONE. 

Some indignation is expressed at the 
killing of Griffin, it being claimed that 
there was no chance of his escape. De- 
tective Pound, however, holds that if 
Griffin had not received buckshot he 
(Pound) would have undoubtedly been 
the recipient of the revolver bullet. Grif- 
fin has a wife and several children living 
in town, and has been sick for a consid- 
erable time, having lost a portion of one 
leg a few years ago. His family are liv- 
ing in poverty, and he being unable to 
provide for them otherwise took this 
means of replenishing their finances. 

A BAD GANG. 

Maguire is well known in police cir- 
cles, having served several terms in re- 
formatory institutions. The city is in- 
fested with bad characters at present 
who have never been known here before, 
and it will not be surprising if other 
schemes of a similar kind are at- 
tempted. Every precaution is being 
taken by citizens who will deal promptly 
with ruffians of the safe-blowing kind.

MR. CLEVELAND’S LETTER 





He Discusses the Silver Question 
ina Manner Probably not Pala- 
tuble toThose Whom He Ad- 

dresses. 

ALBANY, N. Y., Feb. 27.—The 
following is the reply addressed by 
President-elect Cleveland to the sil- 
ver coinage advocates in Congress. 

THe Hon. A, J. WARNER AND 
oTHERS, MEMBERS OF THE FORTY 
EIGHTH ConGREss.—Gentlemen: The 
letter which I have had the honor to 
receive from you invites, and,indeed, 
obliges me to give expression to some 
grave public necessities, although in 
advance of the moment when they 
would become the objects of my offi 
cial care and partial responsibility. 
Your solicitude that my judgment 
shall have been carefully and delib- 
erately formed is entirely just, and 
I accept the suggestion in the same 
friendly spirit in which it has been 
It is also fully justified by 
the nature of the financial crisis 
which, under the operation of the act 
of Congress of Feb. 28, 1878, is 
now close at hand, By a compliance 
with the requirements of that law 
all the vaults of the Federal treas- 
ury have been and are heaped full of 
silver coins, which are now worth less 
than &) percent. of the gold dollar 
which is prescribed as the unit of val- 
ue hy section 14 of the act of Feb. 12.

It is of momentous importance 
to prevent the two metals from part- 
ing company, to prevent the increas- 
ing displacement of gold by the in- 
creasing coinage of sily er; to pre- 
vent the disuse of gold in the custom 
houses of the United States in the dai- 
ly business of the people; to prevent 
the ultimate e xp ulsjon of gold by sil- 
ver. Such a financial crisis as these 
events would certainly precipitate, 
were now to follow upon so long a pe- 
riod of commercial depression, would 
involve every city and state in the 
Union in a prolonged and disastrous 
trouble, The rev ival of business en- 
enterprise and prosperity, so ardently 
desired and apparently so near, would 
be hopelessly postponed.
